309 of the Constitution, the President heicby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Indian Naval Armament Service. (Grcup ‘A’) Recruitment Rules, 
1977, Namely 

1. (1) There rules may be called the Ind : an Naval Armament Service (Group 
'A') Recruitment (Amendment) Rulos, 1995. 

(2) The shall come into force on the date of their publication in Official 
Gazette. 

2. in the Indian Naval Armament Service (Grcup 'A') Recruitment Rules, 
1977 (herc-in-after referred to as the said rides), in rule for sub-rule (i) clauses 
(a) and (b), the following shall be substituted, namely:—

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(b) The remaining 33fr%ofthe vacancies in the said grade shall be ftlkv. 
by promotion on selection basis from Assistant Armament Supply 
Officer and Senior Foreman (Factory) with three years regular service 
in the respective grade s in the ratio of 1 : 1 . 

Note—1. AU tho vacancies existing as on the date of Publication of these rule 
shall be filled by promotion from amongst the officers holding the post 
Assistant Armament Supply Officer on regular basis on the date of 
notification of these rules with 3 years regular service in the grade- 
Thereafter, the vacancies including the unfilled vacancies, if any. 
shall be filled in accordance with the manner as specified in sub¬ 
rule (i) 

Note—2. Where juniors who have completed their qualifying eligibility service 
are being cons'dered for promotion, their seniors shall also be consider¬ 
ed provided they are not short of tho requisite qualifying/eligibility scr 
vice by more than one year and have successfciiy completed their pro¬ 
bation period.”
